ORIENT CENTRE FOR SHIP 
. BUILDING. . | 
Mr, G. Isle de Bauchaine, of 
the Paris Bureau Veritas, the 
French shipping agency, is at 
Shanghai en route to China to 
inspect the French shipyard at 
Tientsin. He will inspect the 
ships building in South China ‘for 
France. He prophesied that the 
Orient will be a shipbuilding 
centre permanently. 


EMPLOYMENT OF SEAMEN. 


| The Marine Department of the 
Board of Trade, ina circular No. 
1598 just issued, has laid out full 
instructions to superintendents in 
connection with the new reguia- 
tions for the employment of sea- 
men in the merchant service. 

.| The circular consists of 22 para- 
graphs. The first denis in a 
general manner with the objects 
in view, which are to organise 
a system whereby any seaman 
desiring employment may readily 
obtain it, and that any ship 
requiring o crew can be sup- 
plied. without delay. For the 
purposes of the organisation of 
the supply of seamen itis necess- 
ary that full particulars. of all 
pen available locally | for engage- 
ment should be kept in a readily 
accessible form at every large 
port. The institution of the iden- 
tity registration scheme will 
a ord ready means of construct- 
ing a complete local employment 
| register at each port. The pre- 
paring and keeping of this regis- 
ter will be entrusted to the super- 
Intendent of the Mercantile 
| Marine office. It is provided that 
representatives of shipowners and 
seamen shall have full access 
to each local employ ment register 
on and after Dec. 2. As it may 
frequently happen that there is a 
shortage of seamen at one port, 
while at the same time there is a 
surplus of seamen at another, 
special arrangements will be 
mecessary fot transferring men 
from one port to another, and for 
this purpose a central clearing 
house has been set upin London 
which will be in close touch with 
the Government Departments 
concerned. The address of the 
clearing house is 4, St. Mary Axe, 
EC. 3. Superintendents will be 
instructed to furnish daily returns 
to the clearing house. Paragraph 
4 provides. that the following 
arrangements will come into 
operation on 2nd December: The 
master of a vessel requiring a 
crew will send a requisition to the 
port’ consultants, who will take 
the usual steps to ensure that 
men are available, utilising the 
register for this purpose. Should 
sufficient men.not be available 
the fact will be communicated to 
the clearing house, which’ will 
deal with the matter. The local 
employment register will be 
compiled by means of. ecards 
L.B. 1, & supply of which will be 
sent to ‘the superintendent, a 
separate card being Prepared for 
each men containing’ his par- 
ticulars, with the approximate’ 
date on which eachseaman’s time 
ashore, expires. It is pointed out 
that th~ following action should 
be taken either before or during 
dise harge:—(a) Ascertain the date 
on which the time ashore expires, 
.by finding the number of weeks 
for which insurance contributions 
have been paid on the voyage 
and allowing one day ‘ashore
